Forestry in Europe 

The productive forest area in 1902 
on the Grand Duchy of Hesse in Eur- 
one amounted to 182,213 acres of 
sixty-nine per cent. hardwood and 
thirty-one per cent..coniferous spec- 
ies. The total yield of lumber in 1908 
was 4,575,000 cubic feet. Refuse in 
so far as it is not suitable for lighter 
lumber, such as laths or for pulp, is 
used for firewood. The expenditures 
for salaries, forest cultivation and 
road building amounted to approxim 
ately $754,000, and the total gross in- 
come (from lumber and_ firewood) 
was $1,161,931. The capital represent- 
ed by the forests ($52,665,254) brought 
interest accordingly at 2.21 per cent. 
Where intensive forestry of this kind 
is practised, forest fires are unknown. 
Sufficient money spent on Canadian 
Forest Reserves would greatly reduce 
the fire danger, maintain an adequate 
lumber supply for the country and in 
time become a source of revenue to 
the Government,

RURAL SCHOOL TEACHERS 


A Course of Study for the Preparation 
of Teachers of Rural Schools 

Detailed outlines of a normal course | 
‘for rural school-teachers in nature | 
study, elementary agriculture, sani- 
tary science, and applied chemistry j 
; are contained in a monograph entitled 
“A course of Study for the Prepara- 
| tion of Rural School-Teachers,” which 
the United States Bureau of Educa: 
tion has just published for free distri- 
bution. The authors are Messrs Fred | 
; Mutchler and W. J. Craig, of the 
Western Kentucky State Normal 
School. The following paragraphs 
consist of brief excerpts from the 
book: : 

“The rural school has not the in- 
| fluence that it should have. One of 
the chief reasons lies in the fact that 
the course of study is {ll-adapted to 
rural life in all its relations. We are| 
united in believing that a school 
should train its pupils for iife and its 
work while these pupils are living and 
working. The course of stiidy taught 
in the rural school today is entirely 
too much like the course that is 
taught in the city schools. The coun- 
try school will not reach the position 
of efficlency that belongs to it until 
a distinctive traming is required of; 
its teachers. 

“A state normal school should pre- 
pare a large number of teachers to go 
out into the rural communities, there | 
| to be potent factors in bringing about | 
| the best rural life. The rural child is | 
j entitled to a course of study and to a 
course of instruction that will dignify 
{and enrich his life and make life for | 
jhim in the rural environment, should 
he choose to remain there not simply 
tolerable, but glorious. It is possible 
and right, and indeed a duty, to dignify | 
rural life and to save to {t and its in-| 
terests the best blood of the country. 

“To prepare teachers who can meet 
this demand, the following course of 
study and training is proposed: The 
first year is largely given to distinct- 
ively rural problems and interests; the 
two succeeding years turn more to- 
ward general scholarship, in order 
that those taking the entire course | 
may be able not only to teach rural 
schools but to enter larger fields of 
usefulness.” f 

After indicating the cultural branch- 
es which should be possessed by the 
Tural school-teacher, the authors con- 
tinue: 

“It {s now quite generally conceded | 
that the following subjects are nec- 
essary for the proper training of rural 
school-teachers: Nature study, elem- 
entary principles of practical agricul- 
ture, sanitary science and hygiene, do-| 
mestic economy, and practical prine- 
and problems in elementary 
chemistry and physics are applied in 
the study of these subjects. The for- 
mal training of most country boys and 
girls ends with the rural school course, |

OF TARIFF COMMISSION 


Appointment to be Made of a Tariff Commission to Inves- 


tigate Comparative Cost 


of Production in Canada 


and Other Countries 


Ottawa, Ont—Hon. W. T. White 
has given notice of a resolution fixing 
the conditions which will govern the 
appointment of the tariff commission 
to be named by the Government, and 
defining the scope of the work which 
the commission will undertake. 

It is as follows: 

“That it is expedient to provide for 
a tariff commission consisting of three 
members, to be appointed by the gov- 
eee whose duty it shall 

e: 

“1—To make, under the direction of 
the minister of finance, in respect of 
any goods produced in or imported to 
Canada, inquiry as to— 

“(a)—The price and cost of raw ma- 
terial in Canada and elsewhere and 
the cost of transportation thereof 
from the place of production to the 
place of use or consumption. 

“(b)—The cost of production in 
Canada and elsewhere, 

“(c)—The cost of transportation 
from the place of production to the 
place of use or consumption, whether 
In Canada or elsewhere. 

“(d)—The cost, efficiency and con- 
ditions of labor in Canada and else- 
where. 

“(e)—The prices received by pro- 
ducers, manufacturers, wholesale 
dealers, retailers and other distribu- 
tors in Canada and elsewhere. 

“(f)—All conditions and factors 
which affect or enter into the cost of 
production and the price to the con- 
sumer in Canada. 

“(g)—Generally all the conditions 
affecting production, manufacture, 
cost and price in Canada as compared 
with other countries and to report to 
the minister. 

“2—To make inquiry into any other 
matter upon which the minister de- 
sires information, in relation to any 


; the governor-in-council, an 


tor produced in Canada are 
subject to or exempt from duties 
of customs, and to report to the min- 
ister, 

“3—To hold, when empowered by 
inquiry 
under section 12 of the customs tariff 
of 1907 in the same manner as the 
judge of the exchequer or any other 
judge therein referred to may hold in- 
quiry when so empowered. 

“4—To inquire into cny other mat- 
| ter or thing in relation to the trade or 
commerce of Canada which the gov- 
ernor-in-council sees fit to refer to the 
commission for inquiry and report. 

“That the commissioners shall have 
the power of summoning before them 
any witness and of requiring them to 
give evidence on oath or on solemn 
affirmation and to produce such docu- 
ments and things as the commission- 
ers may deem requisite to the full in- 
vestigation of the matters into which 
they are appointed to examine. with 
such power in regard to enforcing the 
attendance of witnesses and compell- 
ing witnesses to give evidence as is 
vested in any court of record in civil 
cases. 


“That there be employed in the ser- 
vice of the commission a_ secretary 
‘and such officers, clerks and em- 
| ployees and persons having technical 
or special knowledge as may be nec- 
essary. 

“That the chairman of the -ommis- 
sion be paid an annual salary of $7,500.

Present Year to be Record One for 
Emigration—Bookings Already

‘HUDSON BAY ROUTE TO BE REM- 
EDY FOR TROUBLE 


; Hon. Geo. E. Foster Advocates the 
; Construction of Another Canadian 
Route to Europe by the Hudson Bay 
Railroad, as a Remedy for the Pree- 
| ent Car Shortage. 


Ottawa, Ont—The moral drawn 
from the present car shortage in the 
West is to build more outlets for the 
wheat and rush to completion the con- 
struction of another Canadian route 
to Europe by the Hudson Bay rail- 
road, according to Hon, Geo. EF. Fos- 
ter, minister of trade and commerce. 
This was his conclusion in summing 
up the prescnt situation in the West 
in reply to a question by W. A. Buch- 
anan, M. P. for Medicine Hat, who 
| drew attention to the serious state of 
j affairs in southern Alberta. 

Hon. Mr. Foster said that this was 
‘an exceptional year. The lateness of 
the harvest, the coal shortage, and 
the weather conditions, combined with 
}a large output, all tended to make the 
(aituation acute. The conditions were 
| undoubtedly serious. He had reason 
{to believe that the railroads were 
| doing all they could to meet the situa- 
'tlon. Hon. Mr. Foster quoted figures 
which went to show that more cars 
had been inspected in Winnipeg than 
any previous year, despite the -short 
season, Up to December 41, 1908, 
there were 50,616 cars inspected: 1909, 
69,748; 1910, 59,124, and 1912, 83,124, 

Some 24,000 cars more were handied 
this year than last. He quoted figur- 
jes also which showed that the C.P.R. 
had handled 13,000 more than last 
year. Despite this, the fact remain- 
ed that the railroads had been unsuc- 
jcessful in taking away the farmers’ 
}crops. The elevators had particular 
difficulty in hauling the crop owing 
to the range of grain and their quall- 
ties. He had representatives of the 
three Western railroads meet him in 
Ottawa. and he urged on them to 
strain every effort to meet the situa- 
tion. 


EUROPEAN POWERS STIRRED 


Italy’s Indiscriminate Seizure of Ships 
Arouses the Powers’ 

London, Eng.—The activity of Ital- 
fan war vessels in the Mediterranean 
and the Red Sea is causing increasing 
uneasiness in shipping insurance 
circles, 

Several large insurances have been 
effected recently at Lloyds, a prem- 
ium of five per cent being enacted to 
cover the risk of an outbreak of hos- 
tilities between France and Italy in 
the course of the next four months, 
; and although there is no apparent rea- 
‘gon for such an occurrence, the prem- 
lum of six per cent. was paid on the 
| risk of the outbreak of war between 
\Great Britain and France and Germany 
| within the next six months. 
| The Italian action of stopping 
steamers irrespective of nationality 
and searching them for Turkish of- 
ficers and contrabrand is believed to 
be an evidence of the determination 
of the Italian government to put an 
end to Turkish resistance in Tripoli 
(as spoedily as possible, 

It is thought, however, that the 
fan action may give rise to complica- 
jtions with those European powers 
| whose shipping is put to inconven- 
fence, : 

So far no action has been announce: 
fed by the British government in re- 
| gard to seizure by Italians of a num- 
ber of Turkish officers including the 
|famous Colonel Riza Bey from the 
British steamer Africa in the Red Sea. 

The Declaration of London which 

| would permit the seizure has not yet 

been ratified by Great Britain and so 
| British action may be made at any 
; time, 

The stoppage of the Austrian-Lloyd 
steamer Bregens in the Red Sea is 
| likely to lead to an exchange of views 
between Austria and Italy.

HOME RULE BILL 


Mass Meetings Opposing Bill Sched- 
uled for English Towns 

London, Eng.—Politica) activity and 
excitement are increasing all the 
more rapidly in the United Kingdom 
jnow that there is more reason than 
{there was a fortnight ago to fear a 
general industrial dislocation as a re- 
sult of a multitude of strikes and 
lockouts. 

Intervention by the Anglican pri- 
mate of all Ireland against home rule, 
following on the heels of the Ulster 
Unionists to prevent John Redmond 
and Winston Spencer Churchill from 
addressing a home rule meeting next 
month in Belfast, has added highly 
inflammable material to the hottest 
controversy fires that have burned in 
the country since Parnell died. 

Of all the exhibitions of home rule 
opposition in the history of the 
Orange capital, the latest is the most 
astounding to British Liberals, fam- 
iliar with what they claim to be the 
real desires and intentions of Irish 
leaders. 

What the upshot will be cannot be 
foretold, but the Irish Nationalists de- 
clare the projected meeting will be 
held, even if they have to march a 
hundred thousand strong to Belfast. 

All England will be in the throes 
of passion in a few days over the Bel- 
fast situation. Upward of fity meet- 
ings against home rule are scheduled 
for this week in Lancashire 
and Cheshire, and 100,000 per- 
sons will be harangued by members 
of the Unionist party, taking their cue 
from Sir Edward Carson’s New Year 
message to the Dublin Daily Express.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. til, 1-12, 
Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golcsn Text 
Isa. xiv, 22—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M Stearns. 


Although it is but a few weeks since 
we had this portion as a Christmas 
lesson, We come to it again with great 
desire to know more intimately Him 
of whor it speaks, Jesus, King of the 
Jews, that we may worship Him as He 
Says we should and as the Father de- 
sires, “in spirit and in truth’ (John 
iv, 28). Remember His own words in 
the wilderness, “Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God, and Him only shalt 
thou serve” (chapter iv, 10); also the 
words of the heavenly messenger to 
John in Patmos when he fell down to 
worship at his feet, “See thou do It 
not; * * * worship God" (Rev, xix, 
19; xxii, 9), Mere mouth and Mp wor- 
ship He hates and all that Js taught by 
commandments of men (chapter xv, 
7-9; Isa. i, 18, 14; xxix, 14). It is the 
heart that He has regard to. He 
searcheth the heart and tries the reins 
and desires truth in the {nward parts 
(I Sam, xvi, 7; Jer. xvil, 10), 

In these days the Lord Jesus Christ 
ie very little spoken of or thought of 
as King of the Jews, and the church 
as a whole has no use for Israel as a 
nation and does not want to hear of 
the return of Christ, seemingly having 
no place in her faith for the words of 
the prophet who predicted His birth 
at Bethlehem, and spoke of Him as “a 
governor that shall rule my people 
Israel” (lesson verse 6; Mie. v, 2). 
Nathaneal spoke of Him as “the Son of 
God, the King of Israel,” and Zephan- 
jah in phophetic vision saw Him as 
“the King of Israel, even Jehovah, in 
the midst of Jerusalem” (John 1, 49; 
Zeph. ill, 14, 15). Oh, for such vision 
now and the zeal and devotion of these 
wise men from the east! The same 
city Jerusalem, to which they came 
seeking Him in order to worship Him 
shall yet be His throne, and all the 
nations shall be gathered unto it to 
the name of the Lord, to Jerusalem 
(Jer. fii, 17). Then shall the Lord 
stain the pride of all glory and bring 
into contempt all the honorable of tha 
earth. He shall startle many nations 
as their kings shall see and consider 
that which they had not heard, and 
thereafter, they will be glad to bring 
their wealth to Israel and show forth 
the praises of the Lord (Isa. xxifi, 9; 
iii, 15, R. V., margin; ix, 5, 6), Then 
shall all such as Herod have some 
cause to be troubled, for all kings and 
mighty men as well as people in or- 
dinary life shall call to mountains and 
rocks to fall on them and hide them 
from the face of Him on the throne 
and from the wrath of the Lamb (Rev. 
vi, 16-17). It is in reference to that 
time that we have the exhortation, “Be 
wise now, therefore, O, ye kings; * * 
* kiss the Son lest * * * ye perish” 
(Ps. fi, 10-12), What a long conflict 
it has been since it started in Eden; 
how much the saints have suffered 
and still suffer, and children, too, be- 
cause of the hatred of the great ad- 
versary, the murderer, the father of 
lies, the devil. Who would not pray 
that the kingdom of righteousness 
night come and the adversary be ban- 
ished fTOwetireair and the earth? Can 
we wonder that the great King has 
said that He will not rest until it come 
to pass that we are not to rest nor 
give Him rest until it come (Isa, xxxti, 
1, 17; Ixii, 1-7). If all believers were 
right with God, seeking first His king- 
dom, worshiping Him with their treas- 
ures as these wise men did, would 
there not be an abundance of men and
